ORGANIZATION MEN 
STRONG FOR PALMER 


They Like the Aggressive 
Attitude of the Attorney 
General—Party Leaders 
Lining Up for Palmer.

Washington, March 12.—Leaders 
of the democratic party organiza- 
tton are confident that Attorney 
General A. Mitchell Palmer will go 
to the pest at the £ a Francisco 
convention with a far greater nhum- 
ber of delegates than any other 
candidate in the race. Of course, it 
is not expected, even by the most 
sanguine of Mr. Palmer’s support- 
ers, that he can capture the nomi- 
nation at the outset, for the list of 
favorite sons is likely to be a long 
one, and each state having a home 
choice will desire to honor its local 
applicant. 

The attorney general, however, is 
avowed na- 
tional candidate, whose strength is 
not confined within state lines. Other 
aspirants, by vacillating,” uncer- 
tain and indefinite attitudes, hold- 
ing aloof, waiting for honors to be 
thrust upon them, are really, even 
if unwittingly, augmenting the Pal- 
mer boom, The organization men of 
the party, the administration mén, 
are willing to take off their coats 
and fight for a man who fights for 
himself and who is not afraid to 
allow his position and his desires to 
be khzown. They believe, as has 
heen expressed in the reports to the 
Palmer headquarters in Washington 
and in the numérous conferences 
which have been held with the lead- 
ers here, that if the nomination is 
worth having, it is worth fighting 
for. 

Palmer Shows Faith. 

The reluctant attitude of some of 
the other talked-of candidates is 
calculated to have a depressing ef- 
fect upon the rank and file of the 
party. They see men who .,.parent- 
ly are willing to take the nomina- 
tion only if it is thrust upon them 
and conclude that such men do not 
consider this year’s prospects bright 


-for the democracy and will lead only 


if they are shanchaied into the cam- 
paign. 

The stand taken by the attorney 
general is entirely different. He not 
only believes that he can and will 


, be nomirated, but that he can and

will be elected. This attitude is giv- 
ing, not only the leaders, but the 
every-day, consistent, thick and 
thin democrat, not enly hope, but 
confidence. They like a leader who 
has faith in himself and faith in 
the cause which he represents, and, 
above all, a willingness to stand up 
and fight for both. The “let-Bill- 
do-it” is not a part of the Palmer 
creed. 

That igs the reason why strong 
state organizations, like those in 
Mr. Palmer’s home state of Penn- 
sylvania, in Illinois, in Iowa, Min- 
rnesota, in Wisconsin, in Michigan, 
in Colorado, Indiana and elsewhere, 
are lining up to help Palmer win.” 
It has beew less than two weeks 
since the’ formal announcement of 
the attorney general's candidacy 
was made, but already the leaders 
in these states, as well as in others, 
have jumped into the fight, and the 
feeling is rapidly developing in his 
favor. Before that time there was 
no outspoken national candidate, 
but now sentiment is being firm- 
ly crystallized for the “fighting 
Quaker.” 

In Palmer's Home State. 

In Pennsylvania, where there is 
etill a scattered and feeble remnant 
of the oid bipartisan organization 
which Palmer whipped a few years 
azo, because it was nothing more 
than an aid and adjunct to the Pen- 
rose republican machine, the fight 
is on in earnest. The Palmer fight 
is being conducted by Vance C. Mc- 
Cormick, who, as chairman of the 
democratic national committee four 
years ago, led the party to victory, 
and ex-Representative Bruce F.

Chicago, March 12.—The raze 
among the republican candidates for 
the presidency has reached a tense- 
ness in the middle west far beyond 
anything ralized in the east. All the 
candidates and all their managers 
take the view that the primaries 
about to be held during the coin- 
ing weeks are of importance not 
only because of the number of actual 
delegates at stake but also because 
of the psychological effect. They 
believe that any candidate who gets 
a markedly preponderant popular 
vote, especially in Minnesota, Souta 
Dakota and Michigan, will thereby 
secure What they call the band 
wagon position and this year the 
band wagon position is even more 
important than usual beeause of the 
large number of of politicians and 
leaders throughout the country who 
have no particular fidelity to any 
one candidate. For this reason the 
candidates are devoting the utmost 
of their strength to getting the} 
largest possible vote in the pri- 
maries about to occur in the mid- 
dle west during the next few weeks.

Senator Johnson has completed a 
speaking tour in North Dakota, 
South Dakota and Minnesota and 


will spend next week in Michigan.j 


General Wood is speaking in In- 
diana on Friday, in Missouri on 
Saturday and will spend the follow- 
ing week in South Dakota. Senator 
Poindexter will enter South Dakota 
on Monday and remain there ten 
days. Senator Harding is now in 
Colorado an@ after finishing there 
will go into Indiana. Governor 
Lowden finished speaking in South 
Dakota some time ago and is now 
in Illinois. Illinois is Lowden’s 
home state and at the present mo- 
ment it is safe to say that every 
delegate from that state who will 
be named by the Lowden organiza- 
tien will be satisfactory to it. In- 
diana will be one of the real battle 
grounds of the country. The result 
of the primaries in that state may 
readily give a clew to the final re- 
sult. The Indiana law provides that 
the primary shall be void unless 
some one of the candidates gets 
over 50 per cent of the total vote. 
Inasmuch as four candidates—Wood, 
Lowden, Johnson and Harding—are 
all contesting the state it .would 
seem improbable that any one of 
them will get as much as 50 per 
cent of the total vote. In that event 
the destination of Indiana’s thirty 
votes in the national convention 
will be determined by the net re- 
sult of the wire pulling and other 
strategy. of the various politicians. 
Behind Dark Horse. 

It is not beyond possibility that 
the Indiana delegation may finally 
land behind a dark horse and if the 
convention should turn out to be a 
case of such dark horse at all then 
any dark horse who is backed by 
Indiana will have more. strength 
than is implied By the number of 
Indiana delegates. Michigan is a 
fighting ground for three candi- 
dates—Lowden, Wood and Johnson. 
Johnson has unusual strength in 
Michigan. In Wiscensin the fight 
will be what all Wisconsin fights 
have been for a generation, more or 
less; that is to say, pro-LaFoliette 
and anti-Lafollette. Where the 
Wisconsin delegates may land in the 
national convention no man can 
tell. 

Minw@Sota will have a test of 
strength next Monday. There will 
be a primary there which does not 
rest upon the sanction of the state 
but has merely been called by the 


republican state committee and will 
be open only during the’ evening. 
Informal though it will be, both the 
Wood national headquarters and the 
Lowden headquarters seem inclined 
to accept it as providing a tes: of 
strength and the result of it may 
reasonably be interpreted by the 
public as giving a clew to the rel- 
ative strength of the two men.

SCHOOL BUILDING 


BRINGS $160,000 


Property at 138 South 
Pryor Street Purchased 
From C. P. Byrd by the 


Board of Education. 


ERECTION IS PLANNED 
OF TWO MORE STORIES 


Additional Rooms, With 
Those Now in Use, Will 
Provide Accommodation 


for 1,200 Students. 


The Commercial High School 
building, located at 138 South Pryor 
Street, was yesterday afternoon 
bought from C. P. Byrd by the city 
board of education, the price paid 
being $150,000. The negotiations 
were handled through M. C. Kiser 
and J. C. Crockett, agents for Mr. 
Byrd. 

Under the agreement, which was 
reached at a meeting of the board 
Friday afternoon, Mr. Byrd will re- 
ceive $100,000 cash and the balance 
in five annual instalments: of $10,- 
000 each, with interest at 6 per 
cent. The city attorney will act 
for the board in making the neces- 
Sary papers. 

Purchase of the building was 
made possible through councilmanic 
action at the first of the year in 
levying an emergency tax of a half 
million dollars, $150,000 of which 
was designated as being levied spe- 
cifically to procure a new Commer- 
cail High School building. 

Will Defer Payments. 

All of the amount was available 
in cash, but the board deemed it 
advisable to defer payments in the 
sum of $50,000, and immediately em- 
ploy this amount in the erection of 
additional class rooms at the school. 
Rental, which the board has been 
payifig, bet which will now be 
saved, will about take care of the 
payments, it is said. 

The building which now becomes 
the permament home of the Com- 
mercial High S8thool is four storiés 
high, of concrete construction, faced 
with brick. It contains 33 class- 
rooms and an auditorium extending 
in the rear. With the $50,000 it is 
proposed to erect two more stories 
on top of the auditorium extension, 


giving eight more cl rooms to 
the school. rs. 


These additional ro s, togethar 
with those now in use, would pro- 
vide accommodation for about 1,200 
students, itis stated. Approximate- 
ly 1,000 pupils are enrolled this 
year, but for lack of sufficient class 
rooms upwards of 150 more were de- 
nied admittance. 

Would Have Been Homeless. 

The lease, which the board of edu- 
cation held on the building, would 
have expired on July 11, 7d the 
Commercial High school would have 
been homeless. The board realized 
the futility of attempting to erect 
an adequate building for $150,000. 
Even if the expenditure had been 
sufficient, it. would have been im- 
possible to build a new school by 
September 1, when the term opens 
again. No other suitable building 
could be found for sale. 

Mr. Byrd offered to sell for $150,- 
000, and after mature deliberation 
the board deemed it wise to accept. 


Mrs. Annie T. Wise, principal of 
the school, appeared before the 
board Friday afternoon and urged 
their acceptance of the offer. She 
stated that while the building was 
in many respects unsuited for schoo! 
purposes, she believed they could do 
no better at present than buy it. 
The heating system, she declared, to 
be one of the best in the city. 


M’ADOO OPPOSED 
TO INSTRUCTIONS 
FOR DELEGATES 


(The C ilad ia Public 
1920, ) 


Washington, March 12.—William 
G. McAdoo will not accept any dele- 


gateBS to the San Francisco conven- 
tion that may be pledged to him 
as the result of the Michigan pri- 
mary to be held April 3. Unsuc- 
cessful in obtaining the withdrewal 
of his name from the ballot, Mr. 
McAdoo announced tonight that he 
will “immediately release such dele- 
gates from any obligation,” and 
urge them to enter the convention 
“uninstructed.”’ 

Mr. McAdoo’s position was set 
forth in a letter to the secretary 
of state of Michigan written after 
the former secretary of the treas- 
ury had learned that the Michigan 
authorities cculd not legally with- 
draw a name once it had been for- 
mally submitted. Friends of Mr. 
McAdoo in Michigan circulated the 
necessary petition and put him in 
the primary without his consent. 
The letter follows: 

“T have your letter of the 9th 
instant and note that under the 
laws of Michigan my name cannot 
be withdrawn from the presidential 
primary to be held in Michigan, 
April 3, 1920. I regret extremely 
to lear nthis. My conviction is so 
strong that all deelgates to the next 
democratic national convention 
should go uninstructed that I have 
been seizing every opportunity to 
further that result. In view of 
the circumstances, nothing seems 
left for me to do except to say that 
if by chance the democratic elec- 
tors in the Michigan primary should 
honor me with an indorsement, I 
shall immediately release the dele- 
gates from any obligation to sup- 
port me and beg them to enter the 
democratic national convention at 
San Francisco without any limita- 
tion whatever ’upon their freedom

Armed Robbers 
Raid Broadway 
And Get Jewels 


Crowds Held at Bay With 
Revolvers While the 
Bandits Loot Windows 
of Jewelry Stores.

New York, March 
| Broadway tonight was’ crowded 
| with theatergoers three armed 
bandits smashed in the window of 


their revolvers until they had 
emptied the contents of several 
trays into their pockets and then 
escaped, shooting one pedestrian 
who attempted to stop them. 

A few minutes later three men 
entered another Broadway jewelry 
store, a few blocks uptown, ‘and, 
after throwing pepper in a clerk’s 
eyes, grabbed some trays of jew- 
elry and ran from the store. The 
men, alleged to be members of the 
trio, were arrested by the police 
after a chase. 

In White Light District. 

Both robberies, committed in the 
heart of the white light district, 
were witnessed by thousands of 
persons. Broadway thrown into 
the greatest excitement as police 
reserves arrived on the _ double- 
quick, and, working on the theory 
that the robberies were committed 
by two different bands, raced up 
and down side streets and scoured 
the subway for the, four missing 
bandits. . 

Proprietors of the two stores es- 
timated that thousands of dollars 
worth of jewelry had been stolen. 

The first -robbery, in which 
Schwartz Brothers were tne vic- 
tims,--_was engineered with great 
daring. “While rubbing elbows with 
passing pedestrians, one of *he b2.- 
d‘ts slipped an iron bar through tne 
handles of the door, so that tft 
could not be opened from the in- 
side. Then a brick, wrapped in a 
cloth, was hurled through the win- 
dow. 

At the jingle of falling glass, 
Frank Schwartz fran excidedly to 
the door and tried to pull ft oren 
as he shouted for help. The crowd, 
also attracted by the crash, swarm- 
ed about the robbers, two of whom 
continued cooly at their task of rak- 


ing diamonds and rubies out of the 

window, while the third member of 

their party kept spectators at bay. 
Called It Day’s Work. 


Seeing the trowds ‘halt aua form 


in a semi-circle atound thé sture, 
Patrolman Anthony Wéigen e¢ame 
racing to the scene. Just as he ar- 
rived and began to fight his way 
through the excited throng} the rob- 
bers called it a day’s work packed 
fhe last of the gems into their 
pockets, parted company and start- 
ed each for himself to carve a way 
through the human semi-circle. 

Then came gun play. Sigpnting a 
man break away from the crowd 
and dart up Broadway, Weigen, 
with drawn revolver, gave chasé. 

The crowds took to cover as they 
heard the crack of a revolver but 
Weigen had missed and th: robber 
sped on. In front of the ‘ugitive 
was a subway air hole with the 
cover off, and through this hole the 
bandit jumped to the subway tracks 
15 feet below. He narrowly mis¢ed 
being struck by a& passing train, 
for the roar of its progress was 
heard on the street above a rey sec- 
onds after the robber played his 
last card and won. 

For after reserves had assembied 
in full force and searched the sub- 
way from 42nd street down and 
34th street up they found n> trace 

aring bandit and were forc- 
ed to admit that he had strolled to 
the neatest station, jumped up on 
the platform and escaped.

MEMBERS OF JURY 
CALLED BREEDERS 
OF LYNCH LAW 


Asheville, N. C., March 12.— 
Charging that the members of the 
jury were “breeders of lynch law,” 
Judge J. Bis Ray, in superior court 
at Hendersonville, today dismissed 
the jurymen who yesterday return- 
ed a verdict of not guilty in the 
trial of Connell Talley, aged 17, 
charged with the murder of Will 
Erwin, an Etowah merchant, sev- 
eral weeks ago. The judge told 
the jurymen they could never serve 
under him again, according to ad- 
vices from Hendersonville. 

Judge Ray said in his address to 
the jurymen that their verdict of 
not guilty was a flagrant miscar- 
rage of justice, that a verdict of 
first degree murder was predicated 
on the evidence and that by their 
failure to return such a verdict they 
had shown themselves to be “moral 
cowards,” that they had _. been 
weighed in the balance and found 
wanting. 

“Such blunders as yours in this 
case cause shotguns to roar in the 
hands of the angry mob and lonely 
trees to groan beneath their grue- 
some burden,” Judge Ray said. “T 
would not be performing my duty 
did I not publicly censure you for 
this verdict.” He reminded them 
he could not tell them what ver- 
dict to return, but that he had 
cautioned them to consider all the 
facts and return in a verdict in 
accordance with these facts. He 
said he had no apoolgies to make 
for his remarks. 

Talley, according to the authori- 
ties, confesced to complicity in the 
murder of Erwin at the time of his 
arrest. Jim Thomas, negro, jointiy 
indicted with Talley, has not yet 
been tried.

Plan to consolidate the city and 
county school systems was mani- 
fested by the city board of educa- 
tion Friday afternoon and a motion 
was adopted asking the Georgia 
legislature to pass legislation cloth- 
ing the board with authority to 
levy taxes within the maximum 
limit for the support of the city’s 
public schools and the payment ofa 
Sinking fund on bond. issues, cal] 
elections, issue bonds and borrow 
Money in anticipation of collection 
of taxes, 

Copies of a resolution presenting 
the plan will be prepared and sub- 
mitted to the Atlanta Chamber of 
Commerce, the Atlanta Federation 
of Trades, the Rofary club, the Ki- 
nawis club, the Atlanta Woman’s 
club and other organizations in the 
city, asking each to give their opin- 
ion of the proposal. 

Action of the board Came as a 
distinct surpri®e, since only one 
member of the board actively op- 
posed the plan at a joint meeting 
held last Monday morning of the 
city and county boards of education, 
the board of Fulton county com-

Did Not Give Indorsement. 

H. B. Troutman, one of those 
present, stated Friday that al- 
though he attended the meeting he 
did not vote and did net give his 
indorsement of the plan.

As indorsed at the joint meeting 
the merger: plan, in its Salient fea- 
tures, is as follows:

Third—Absolute and independent 
power to the new board to expend 
its own funds, to issue bonds and 
to borrow money, restrictions which 
now completely hamper the city 


board in its efforts to provide funds 
for the schools, and apply in lesser 
extent to the county board.

Service Is Resumed.

General 
Chairman J. H. Reardon, of the 
Amalgamated Association.of Street 
and Electric Railway Employees, 
expressed gratification over the 
cessationyof the strike, and declared 
that he was gratified that the men 
had receded from a position which 
was untenable under the laws of 
the union which recognized the 
principle of arbitration and.the so- 
lemnity of an executed contract.

Washington, March 12.—The sen- 
ate is befogged. It is suspicious. 
The much heralded compromise on 


Article X appeared today. Senator 
Henry Cabot Lodge presented it 
witn 2 few well chosen words. The 
irreconcilables sprang for it. They 
sought to tear it to schreds. Sena- 
tor Irvine L. Lenroot, of Wisconsin, 
undertook its defense. His reward 
was charges of “deception, bad faith, 
subterfuge, camouflage” and other 
spicy selections from the vocabue- 
laries of the voluble bitter-enders, 
In presenting the substitute, Sene- 
ator Lodge said he did so in the 
interest of compromise and not be- 
cause the new draft represented 
any substantial change in the 
meaning of the reservation. 


No Change in Substance. 

“IT do this,” he said, “in full con- 
sonance with what I have stated on 
the floor of the senate several 
times. I do not feel that I should 
be justified in insisting on defeat 
of the treaty on a mere question 
of the phraseology of any reserva- 
tion. If I thought the modification 
made any change in the substance. 
of the reservation, I not only should 
not offer it, but I should vote 
against the treaty with it included.” 

As presented the reservation read@# 
as follows: 

“The United States assumes no 
obligation to preserve the territo- 
rial integrity or political independ- 
ence of any other country by the 
employment of its- military or naval 
forces, its resources or any form of 
economic discrimination, or to in- 
terfere in controversies between 
nations whether members of the 
league or not under the provisions 
of Article X. or to employ the mili- 
tary or naval forces of the United 
States under any article of the trea- 
ty for any purpose unless in any 
particular case the congress, which 
under the constitution has the soley 
power to declare war or authorize 
the employment of the military or 
naval forces of the United States, 
Shall, in the exercise of full liberty 
of: action, by act or joint ‘resolu- 
tion so provide.”

As early as April 19, 1917, he said, 
and several times thereafter, he had 
informed the department of the like- 
lihood that enemy submarines would 
attempt raids in American waters 
“to divert attention and keep forces 
out of the critical area in the east- 
ern Aciantic through effect on pub- 
lic opinion.” 

_Admiral Sims insisted that he had 
at no time overlooked or minimized 
“the importance of the defense of 
home waters.” 

The Convoy System. 

Disregard by the navy depart- 
ment of his recommendations with 
regard to adoption of the convoy 
system was described by Admiral 
Sims today as “infinitely more se- 
rious” in its bearing on the war 
than other cases of alleged ineffi- 
ciency cited in previous testimony 
before the genate investigating com- 
mittee. 

Admiral Sims said that early in 
1917 the allies were compelled by 


the submarines to adopt the convoy 
plan for protecting shipping and 
that on March 1 he “urgently recom- 
mended” that the United States give 
its co-operation but it was not un- 
til June 20 that Secretary Daniels 
replied he considered American ves- 
sels having armed guards were sat- 
er when sailing independently. 

The admiral said he again urged 
the immediate adoption of the con- 
voy system and stated his belief 
that arming merchantmen did not 
offer sufficient safeguard agains. 
submarine attack. On July 1 he re- 
ceived a cable outlining an entirely 
new plan of protecting merchant 
ships, formulating in the depart- 
ment, which he said was “widely 
at variance” with the British and 
French systems and which he cabled 
the department would be a “fun- 
damental military error” resulting 
in “direct asgistance to the enemy. 

In answer’the navy department 
submitted another plan, he said, and 
asked that he present it to the 
British admiralty. He did so and 
was told that the proposal had been 
tried out by the allies early in the 
war without success and that the 
admiralty desired assurance of 
American co-operation in the convoy 
plan so the first convoy might sail 
from New York, July 8. 


Jellicoe Was Apprehensive. 


About the same time Admiral Jel- 
licoe wrote him expressing grave 
apprehension for the success of the 
convoy system unless the United 
States decided to participate, the 
admiral stated. 

Finally, on July the navy de- 
partment accepted the convoy plan 
for troop ships, and later accepted 
it for supply vessels, the admiral 
testified, but only after great pres- 
sure: had been brought to bear by 
the other allies and-after many 
valuable weeks had been wasted. 
Even as late as August 10, he said, 
he received messages from the de- 
partment askine that the convoy 
system be explained, although “for 
four months I had been exhausting 
my vocabulary in attempting to ex- 
plain the system.” 

“It is very difficult for me to 
make clear to you now the despera- 
tion in which I found myself almost 
constantly during the early months 
of the war,” Admiral Sims said. “I 
reiterate there was no question that 
these recommendations were right. 
The fact remains that they were vir- 
tually all adopted in the end.” 


News of Submarine.

The entertainment committee of 
the Atlanta Police Relief associa-

All the money derived from these 
entertainments is for the benefit of 
sick and disabled police officers, or 
for the benefit of the widows and 
children of officers slain in the per- 
formance of their duty. 

The entertainment committee is 
composed of H. M. Cooper, John 
Gresham and J. F. Tuggle, and was 
elected at the regular monthly 
meeting of the association held 
Thursday afternoon. 

This monthly meeting was fea- 
tured by the election of fifteen new 
members, and by several interesting 
talks. The principal speakers were 
President Dan Cook and Secretary 
and Treasurer A. J. Holcombe, who 
also submitted their respective re- 
ports. 

It was shown from these reports 
that the association had already 
paid out $5,000 in death benefits this 
year—five members having died. 


SHORTAGE OF TEACHERS 
FACING THE COUNTRY 


Washington, March 12.—The coun- 
try is faced with a serious shortage 
of school teachers, chiefly through 
failure to provide adequate salaries, 
according to reports to the United 
States bureau of education. Condi- 
tions are becoming slightly better, 
however, the reports state, In some 
sections, compared with those of 
last October when the National Edu- 
cational association conducted an 
inquiry into the situation. 

Based on returns from 
school officials, the reports show 
that on February 13, last, there 
were 18,279 schools closed because 
of lack of teachers and 41,900 be- 
ing taught by teachers characterized 
as “below standard but taken on 
temporarily in the emergency. 
Greater shortages are shown to ex- 
ist in southern states. —

out by the commissioner of educa- 
tion, a great majority of the states 
in which schools are closed *report 
that children are being transferred 
to other districts, while the remain- 
der report pupils losing the grade.

FLOODED STREAMS 
MENACING LIFE. 


Branson, Mo., March 12.—Flooded 
Streams today added further menace 
to life and property in northwest 
Missouri, where yesterday a tornado 
killed at least thirteen persons, in- 
jured a number of others and did 
property damage as tyet unesti- 
mated. Every creek and river of 
the Ozark hills region today was 
reported either overflowing or run- 
ning bankfull from the torrential 
rains that preceded and followed 
the tornado. Should the precipita- 
tion continue it was said the dan- 
ger from floods would become gori- 
ous. 

Chief concern apparently was felt 
over the situation at Powersite, on 
White river, where a large hydro- 
electrical plant is located. The.wa- 
ter at Powersite is held back by a 
dam 90 fect high and 600 feet wide. 
The river was reported rising rapid- 
ly. Joplin, Springfield and a num- 
ber of other southern Missouri 
towns and citics obtain their elec- 
tric supply from the Powersite 
plant. 

Observers agreed today that one 
tornado instead of two swept the 
affected district. Apparently it 
struck first at Nevada, Mo., where 
three persons were killed and prop- 
erty damaged $100,000 or more. Lift- 
ing, it swept above four counties 
before it descended and spent its 
strength in a rush through Taney 
county and the Turkey creek valley, 
with a toll of ten additional lives. 

The victims in the latter vicinity 
included the seven children of 


“Ran” and William Box. The wives 
of both men were seriously injured. 
William Marky and Mrs. Alva How- 
ap@ and her child were the others 
killed. 

It was believed that the death 
list would be increased today, when 
full reports from the devastated dis- 
trict were received. Rescuers 
sought John Ross and his wife. 
whose home disappeared during the 
storm. No trace of it was left. 

The district over which the tor- 
nado spread was in the picturesque 
Ozark hills section visited annually | 
by hundreds of tourists. 

ICE GORGE 
BREAKS LOOSE. 

Pitesburg, March 12.—An ice gorge 
20 feet high and stretching 8 miles 
up river, broke loose at Freeport 
last night, started with a rush down 
the Allegheny, ran into the county 
bridge, moving it 10 inches out of 
line, tore a number of flat boats, 
large barges and house boats from 
their moorings, washing them down 
the river into the Ohio and pound- 
ing them into splinters. 

According to reports, ice in the 
upper Allegheny is level with the 
bridges and the tracks of the Alle- 
gwheny Valley railroads, and much 
damage is expected when it all be- 
gins moving down stream. 

The gorge which went out today 
Was one of the heaviest in recent 
years, and when it broke the sound 
of the crash could be heard for sey- 
eral miles. 

BOATS AND COTTAGES 
COVERED WITH ICE. 

Cleveland, Ohio, March 12.—BRoats 
and cottages along Rocky river were 
buried today under miniature moun- 


j the 


tains of ice, following the break- 
ing of a large ice gorge last night 


and the fleoding of the lowlands. 
There was grave danger, it was 
said, that further breaking of the 
ice with continued mil weather 
would crush and sweep away mMmanv 
cottages and boats. 


APPELLATE COURT 
RULES NEW TRIAL 
FOR D. THOMPSON 


Carnesville, Ga., March 12.—(Spe- 
cial.j—Solicitor Generdl A. Steve 
Skelton, of the northern circuit of 
Georgia, has just returned from At- 
lanta, where a hearing was held be- 
fore the court of appeals in the 
case of Dave Thompsgn, convicted 
at Carnesville, in September of last 
year for complicity in the robbery 
of the Franklin County bank at 
Carnesville, on October 10, 1918, at 
which time the safe was blown and 
several thousand dollars’ worth of 
currency and negotiable paper 
stolen. 

It was stated by Mr. Skelton that 
the grounds upon which a new 
trial was granted were in connec- 
tion with the evidence of J. C. Hul- 
sey, whfo pleaded guilty to his part 
in the robbery, and implicated Dave 
John CC. Moore, and 
Charley Morgan. It seems that the 
court of appeals did not consider 
that the evidence of Hulsey against 
Thompson was sufficiently corrobo- 
rated. However, the solicitor has 
been working in co-operation with 
postoffice inspectors and other gov- 
ernment officers and evidence not 
heretofore made public isexpected 
at the second trial. 

It will be recalled that the trial 
of Thompson, and in particular that 
of John C. Moore, alias John Nolan, 
and a half dozen other aliases, cre- 
ated considerable interest in the 
state, due to a number of bank bur- 
glaries about the time of the 
Carnesville affair. It will also be

Whe 
the nature of the offense charged 
to the negro became known, it is 
stated, six white men wearing 
masks appeared on the scene and 
covered Robinson with pistols and 
demanded that he turn the negro 
over to them. Taking the negro 
a half mile distant into the woods, 
his head was practically shot off.

On inquiry at the French foreign 
office your correspondent could get 
no official declaration on the sub- 
ject, but unofficially it was said thaé 
the views of President Wilson, as 
«expressions of his country’s policy, 
hecome less important as the days 
wo by. It is to the sound common 
sense of the American people that 
the French are looking. 

American business men now in 
Paris view Mr. Wilson's latest de- 
marche as partictlarly inopportune 
and unfortunate at a moment when 
trade relations between the two 
countries had begun to swing back 
to their true cordiality and the eco- 
nomic relationship, especially, had 
begun to assume proportions favor- 
able to both countries. 


American Business People. 


American business people realize 
that militarist France and what 
would be deemed a militarist Amer- 
ica are two entirely different things. 
Franee has a hostile people still on 
her frontier. 

This fact has heen very recently 
emphasized by acts of violence to- 
ward her representatives by the Ger- 
mans. The possibility of a junker 
as presidert, in Hindenburg, is hard- 
ly lixeiy to induce France to throw 
out completely advice of her mili- 
tary chiefs. Naturally their voice is 
bound to be heard to some extent in 
her councils, for France, until she 
completely recovers and obtains 
from America and Britain the guar- 
antees which she has asked against 
future attack by her old enemy, will 
be bound to think in terms which 
might appear militaristic to Amer- 
ica, protected as she is by the. wa- 
ters of the Pacific and Atlantic, 

Americans in France today do not 
share President Wilson’s views and 
many living in Paris have hastened 
to assure the Quai d’Orsay that Mr. 
Wilson has been obviously misin- 
formed. Such assurances have un- 
doubtedly eased the situation, which, 
if one were to read the Paris, press 
alone, one would have thoughf’ to he 
very acute, indeed.

the original Lodge reservation, they 
were accused of conniving to “save 
the faces” of democrats; they were 
assailed as trying to “fool other 
senators and the country,” by 
changing the reservation to mean 
the same thing as before; their ef- 
forts to contend for the American- 
ization of the league in language 
acceptable to senators unwilling to 
support the original Lodge reserva- 
tion were denounced as “as sensible 
as trying to make a domestic ani- 
mal of a rattlesnake.” 

Mr. Lodge was accused in some 
quarters as hoping the compromise 
would be rejected so that he would 
stand before the country as having 
made a sincere effort to save the 
treaty; among some of his close as- 
sociates he was charged with play- 
ing with fire. The caginess of 
the democrats led to speculation as 
to their reported plan of placing the 
burden for defeat of the treaty on 
the republicans. It was stated they 
might vote for the substitute, and 
having done that, then turn and vote 
against it on the subsequent roll 
eall, hoping thereby to kill the 
whole reservation to article ten. Re- 
publicans then would not vote to 
ratify. Democrats denied any such 
plan. It was insisted they were 
about evenly divided as to voting 
for the compromise, but that with 
fifteen republican and five demo- 
cratic irreconcilables to vote against 
ratification if the Lodge reserva- 
tion were modifed, Senator Gilbert 
M. Hitchcock is quite confident of 
having more than the necessary 
thirteen votes.to kill the treaty. It 
is very doubtful that the republican 
irreconcilables would vote in such 
a manner as to kill all reservations 
to article ten should the democrats 
support it as a substitute and then 
vote to eliminate it on the formal 
adoption. 

Repudiation of Any Obligation. 

Senator Joseph 8S. Frelinghuysen, 
of New Jersey, a republican sup- 
porter of the original Lodge reser- 
vation, declared today he would vote 


against ratification if the compro- 
mise was adopted. He proposed a 
reservation that was a flat repudia- 
tion of any obligation. He quoted 
the opinion of an international law- 
yer to the effect that the compro- 
mise as being that “it is artfully 
drawn and leaves the implication 


that the United States assumes a 


moral obligation.” He declared 
senators were “playing with fire,” 
and that he could not accept the 
pretexts urged by republicans for 
supporting it, adding 
consider the possible effect in 
coming campaign, and “I will not 
place my party abové my duty.” 

Senator J. W. Wadsworth, Jr., of 
New York, another republican 
threatening to vote against ratifica- 
tion if the compromise is adopted, 
undertook to force sponsors for the 
compromise to justify its presenta- 
tion. ‘He demanded to know of Mr. 
senroot and Senator Kenneth Mc- 
Kellar, of Tennessee, the reason for 
the compromise if there was no 
modification of the Lodge reserva- 
tion. Mr. McKellar said he thought 
there was a “little change in a 
modified sort of way, but I say even 
that with reservations.” He said he 
would not vote to ratify with the 
compromise. 

Senator James A. Reed, of Mis- 
souri, began a long attack on the 
reservation. He had not completed 
his address tonight and will re- 
sume tomorrow. Telegrams sent to 
democratic senators by the Louis- 
ville Courier-Journal urging ratifi- 
cation witn the Lodge reservations, 
drew vigorous criticism by Mr. 
Reed and Senator Charles 8S. Thomas, 
of Colorado. When Senator Hoke 
Smith, of Georgia, quoted recent 
expressions by The Atlanta Consti- 
tution and Atlanta Journal favor- 
able to ratification with the Lodge 
program, Mr. Reed paid his respects 
to editors generally. 

The opening debate on the Lodge 
program gave every indication of 
developing bitterness. The prospect 
is for a vote some time next week. 


‘Republican Capitulation.” 


Senator McCormick, republican, 
Illinois, opening the irreconcilable 
attack on the substitute, declared 
there had just been “read the terms 
of a republican capitulation, and it 
6nly remains to learn if they are 
acceptable to the white house.” 

Senator Thomas read a telegram 
received by him from the Louisville 
Courier-Journal, urging ratification 
‘on the best terms possible.” It 
said the league of nations could not 
be made a “clean out campaign is- 
sue,” as it would be obscured by 
domestic issues, and that ratifica- 
tion should be voted for party rea- 
sons and to perpetuate the name of 
President Wilson. 

The senator said he did not believe 
any member of the senate was be- 
ing actuated by party obligations. 
He said ratification was unneces- 
sary to perpetuate President Wil- 
son’s name. 

The first democrat to speak in 
opposition to the new reservation 
was Senator McKellar, of Tennes- 
see, who said he thought it was 
substantially the same as the origi- 
nal Lodge reservation and destroyed 
the obligation Of article ten. 

Senator Smith, democrat, of+Geor- 
gia, spoke fn support of the reserva-~- 
tion, declaring he would support 
such reservations as the majority 
might place upon the treaty. Rati- 
fication is essential for the proper 
safeguard of American interests, 
said Senator Smith, who urged that 
the treaty be ratified at this time. 
adding that friends of the covenant 
cannot secure more support than 
they have now, but instead, in his 
opinion, the strength of the oppo- 
sition will grow.

their charter would be taken from 
them if they persisted in’ their 
strike. Mr. Atkinson stated that 
the men would return to work un- 
der the peaceful operation of the 
1920 contract which was completed 
with the decision of the arbitration 
board, and that he would have the 
pay rolls made up promptly in or- 
der to give the men their back pay, 
to date from January 1, 1920. 
Federation in Session. 

The action of the men came while 
the executive committee of the At- 
lanta Federation of Trades was in 
session, after having been called 
for the purpose of taking definite 
action with reference to the street 
car strike. The information at 
the men would return to work gh 
cluded the necessity of an expres- 
sion from the federation officials 
and the meeting adjourned. 

Editorial appeals were printed in 
each of the daily papers calling on 
the men to observe the findings of 
the arbitration board and the con- 
tract in which they had entered 
with the street car company. Ap- 
peals were also addressed to them 
by the Atlanta Rotary club, the 
Atlanta Chamber of Commerce and 
city officials. 

The complete service of the street 
ears was not fully resumed Friday 
night, the quick decision on the 
part of the strikers to return to 
their work, and the heavy rains 
which had lasted all day< Friday, 
aiding in the geenral disorganiza- 
tion of schedules which became ap- 
parent when the cars began their 
running again. 

Many Cars Streets. 

Over an hour before the time set 
for actual return to work, many 
cars were seen on the streets, bound 
for the outlying districts of the 


city, where some of the employees

to return to their work. Surprise 
was evidenced by most of the At- 
lanta public, since the announce- 
ment of the strike’s cessation did 
not reach them until some of the 
cars were already on the streets, 
making their rounds Ao gather up 
the motormen and conductors. 

J. H. Reardon, international of- 
ficer of the street car union, de- 
clared that he thought it impos- 
sible for a full schedule to be at- 
tained on Friday night, but that he 
was sure the men would return to 
work, and that a normal schedule 
would be resumed on Saturday 
morning. 

At the meeting of the carmen held 
in the Wigwam Friday morning, 
Mr. Bell, attorney for the union; 
Mr. Reardon and Hardy Teat, busi- 
ness agent for the carmen’s union, 
made appeals to the men. Mr. Beil, 
through Mr. Teat, made the motion 
that the men return to work under 
the provisions of the arbitration, 
and the motion was unconditionally 
passed by the men. 

It was stated last night by of- 
ficials of the power company that 
it was found to be impossible to 


put on full scheduies rriday night, 
sinc®é many of the men were up- 
town in citizens’ clothing without 
their punches and money recepta- 
cles, and that it was impossible to 
procure crews for all of their cars. 
They stated, however, that thye 
believed themselves safe in assur- 
ing the public of full schedules on 
Saturday morning. 
Letter From Rotary Club. 

The letter.from the Rotary club 
of Atlanta to the striking carmen, 
asking them to return to work, fol- 
lows: 

Atlanta, Ga., March 12, 1920. 
Amalgamated Association of Street and 

Electric Raiyway Employees of America, 

Atlanta Local No. 732, Atlanta, Ga. 

Gentlemen: The ills which flow from the 
tieup of Atlanta’s street car system are 
suffered by all the people. 

The principle of arbitration is vital to 
the working of the plan of wage negotia- 
tions and agreements by massed employees 
as one party and the employing concern as 
the other party. 

Whoever weakens faith in the principle 
of arbitration by setting at naught the 
award of an arbitration board established 
through agreement by employees and em- 
ployer vitally hurts the nullifying party 
in the collective opinion of his fellow men. 

In the heat of resentment at what is 
conceived to be an imposition human nature 
may dictate the doing of that which later 
judgment, lighted by the opinion of the 
third party, the public, is shown to be lack- 
ing in full justification, 

In such a circumstance, the party in er- 
ror shows one of the finest characteristics 
of mankind and recaptures the good will of 
the public by receding from an untenable 
position. 

With the sole purposes of serving At- 
lanta and of showing a deeply felt interest 
in our fellow men who man the street cars 
and of strengthening the general faith in ar- 
bitration between employees and employers 
we, the Rotary Club of Atlanta, speaking 
through its board of directors, ask the street 
car men to view the situation. from this 
angle and with proud confidence in doing 
what is right, despite all things else, go 
back to work.

Plea by Madisén Bell. 


In his official statement, issued 
after the men had returned to work 
on the Atlanta street cars last 
night, J. H. Reardon, executive gen- 
eral chairman of the Amalgamated 
Association of Street and Electric 
Railway Employees, declared that 
an eloquent address delivered by 
Madison Bell, attorney for the 
union, which was delivered Friday 
morning at the Red Men’s wigwam, 
was the principal cause for the de- 
cision of the men to recede from 
their position. 

Mr. Reardon stated that the car- 
men Friday morning turn::d a deaf 
ear to his appeals, those of Business 
Agent Hardy O. Teat. President 

- B.Honea and other official mem- 

ers of the union. and that they 
éven ignored the ultimatum of the 
international office of the union 
that threatened to lift the charter 
of the Atlanta local union if the 
Inen continued to strike. 

“Madison Bell,” said Mr. Reariion, 
“was the sole cause of the decision 
of the men to get back on the job. 
It was his appeal, made in one of 
the most wonderful speeches I have 
ever heard delivered in a union nal] 
in my eighteen years’ experience.” 

Mr. Reardon made it plain that 
the men did not seem to regard the 
threatened lifting of their union 
charter as of sufficient weight to 
eause them to recede from their po- 
sition and stated that it was in the 
largest measure attributable to the’ 
appeal for the consideration of the 
public that was made to them by 
Mr. Bell that brought the men to a 
determination to accept the situa- 
tion and return to their cars. 

In concluding his statement Mr. 
Reardon expressed happiness and 


‘gratification over the fact that the 


Strike has ended. He said that it 
was a source of deep satisfaction 
to him as an international officer 
that the men had given up an un- 
tenable position and accepted the 
only course that could be taken 
under the circumstances.

SECRETARY MEREDT 
WANTS MORE SERIE 


New York, March 12.—In terms of 
the advertising manager, Secretary 
of Agriculture Meredith told the 
members of the Merchants’ associa- 
tion of New York today of his am- 
bition to increase the output of the 
department’s chief product—serv- 
ice. It was the first address made 
by Mr. Meredith since his appoint- 
ment and summarized the work 
done by the men in his department, 
while at the same time urging the 
advisability of increasing rather 


than cutting the appropriations for | 


carrying on the work. 
Paying tributes to 


department, he deplored a tendency 
to discuss “waste,” “graft” and 
“soft snaps.” 

Poor Advertising. 

“I think it is poor advertising to 
be talking all the time about the 
waste, and about the grafters and 
soft snaps, and all that, in Wash- 
ington,” he said. “I heard a: lady 
say the other day that there were 
things they did not discuss in her 
family before the children, as they 
were too young to understand; and 
that she thought it was all wrong 


for us in America to be complain- 
ing about the government, to be 
saying that this man and depart- 
ment is inefficient, even dishonest 
and so on, because it is poor ad- 
vertising. There may be someone 
standing around who believes you 
mean it; there may be some for- 
eigner who is not acquainted with 
our ways over here, and he hears 
you and goes out and repeats your 
statements to others. How- many of 
us simply fall into the habit of 
complalIning and criticising? It 
poor advertising. Don’t do it.” 

The department was pictured as 
serving an invested capital of more 
than $80,000,000,000, the amount in- 
vested in agriculture. The agricul- 
tural and live stock product last 
year was $25,000,000,000, he added, 
“equal in one year to our national 
debt of the present time—one-half 
the wealth of France.” 

The number of farm workers in 
1919—13,700,000—-was contrasted to 
the number in 1870—5,900,000—the 
secretary adding that in the five 
years 1915 to 1919 the average pro- 
duction of cereals per farm worker 
was 418 bushels. 

“These figures are -interesting,” 
he said, “and particularly so in 
connection with the high cost of 
living. If there are more men on 
the farm, farming more acres, each 
acre oe more per acre, and 
each man producing more per man, 
giving each and everyone of us to- 
day more of the six leading cereals 
per capita than we have had before, 
it seems to me the farmer is doing 
his part pretty well.” 

Farmers increased during the 
war their planted acfeage 33,000,000 
acres, he said, and their yield by 
635,000,000 bushels, adding that 
this was in response to the depart- 
ment’s request. : 


To Fight Insect Pests. 


" Secretary Meredith urged the ne- 
cessity of expenditures for fighting 
crop pests. “Take the cotton boli 
weevil,” he said. “You know the 
fight there has been on this pest for 
years and years. We have been 
spending money—and you men have 
paid some of it in taxes—to fight 
the insect. It has been discourag- 
ing work, but the experts of the 
department did not give up, and 
now the tide has turned. They 
poison the weevil’s drinking water. 
His drink is the dew on the cotton 
leaves in early morning. So they 
poison the dew and that is the end 
of the boll weevil.

A WISE COURSE. 


The protesting street car opera- 
tives of Atlanta adopted a wise 
course and acted in their own and 
organized labor’s. best interesf8:yes- 
terday when they heeded the ad- 
monition of the Atlanta Federation 
of Trades and, in obedience to the 
orders of their own international 
organization officials, returned to 
work. 

They could not have done other- 
wise and retained their own self- 
respect, to say nothing of the re. 
spect of the public. 

But of even more significance 
than thab, their refusal to abide by 
the award of an arbitration board, 
composed of three members, two 
of whom were men of their own 
selection, and after that their 
flaunting of the command of their 
own head officials that they return 
to work, put the men in the atti- 
tude of setting themselves against 
the basic principles of law and of 
government. 

The public could not be expected 
to sympathize with, nor to tolerate, 
such a position; and continuing in 
it would have meant not only in- 
jury to” the cause of the strikers 
themselves, but damage to that of 
organized labor as a whole, 

An illustration of what this 
strike meant to organized labor is 
afforded by the communication of 
Royall J. Miller, which we present 
in another column of this page. 

It goes to show the extent to 
which the continued refusal of the 
street car employees to abide by 
the arbitration board’s findings, 
and especially by the orders of 
their own leaders, would have put 
organized labor’ as a whole in a 
discreditable position. 

The Atlanta Federation of Trades 
and every member of if was di- 
rectly involved in this situation. 

Its character, its reputation, its 
standing in the industrial world, 
were at stake. 

The federation could not afford 
either to approve the attitude of 
the street car men or to condone 
it by silence. 

It did right, therefore, in pub- 
licly repudiating the position of the 
men in no uncertain terms, and in 
appealing to them to get back on 
the job. 

And the men did the right and 
the manly thing in forthwith call- 
ing the strike off.

Compared with other staple in- 
dustries, there is less of the ele- 
ment of chance and uncertainty, 
both.as to permanency and year- 
by-year returns, connected with 
the live stock business than in any 
other. Citing the mining business 
by way of comparison, because that 
is one of the leading industries of 
the northwest, The Spokesman- 
Review, Spokane, Washington, 
made the point recently that— 
“mining fs an extractive and deplet- 
ing industry, and when its reserves 
or resources become exhausted, lit- 
tle, if anything, remains to contrib- 
ute constructively to the communi- 
ties concerned. But stock breeding 
in an industry that builds up di- 
rectly and lastingly. Its product 3 
continuously enriching the soil that 
supports it and also is reproducing 
itself. It helps to make better farms, 
as well as to enrich the farmers and 
the stock breeders. It means more 
food of several sorts for the Con- 
sumer and aids in lowering the cost 
of living.” 

More than that, it means a steady 
income and a happy, contented life 
for those engaged in it, providing, 
of course, they are temperamental- 
ly adapted to it and give it the 
care, intelligent direction and busi- 
nesslike management that are pre- 
requisites to success in any voca- 
tion or calling. 

And to the man who is looking 
for a location in which to estab- 
lish himself in the live stock busi- 
ness it can truthfully be said that 
he can do no better chan to come 
to Georgia. 


RIVERS PULLING TRAINS. 
The Chicago, Milwaukee and 


Puget Sound Railrogd company the 
other day formally /completed elec- 
trification of its Pacific coast divi- 
sion, a stretch approximately 


200 miles> bringing the total mile- 
age over. Which/trains are oper- 
ated exclusively/ by hydro-electric 
power to more than 60@ miles. 

Six rivers aye being drawn upon 
to furnish the power required to 
operate the company’s traffic over 
this stretch of railroad—which, it 
is announced, is soon to be still 
further extended, the work of in- 
stalling the necessary electrical 
apparatus and facilities being now 
in progress. 

The company’s electrical engi- 
neers say that when a compara- 
tively short gap still remaining un- 
der steam operation in Washing- 
ton-Idaho is electrified—which will 
be within a few months—a total of 
250 steam locomotives will have 
been released; and they compute 
the probable saving in fuel an- 
nually at 300,000 tons of coal and 
40,000,000 gallons of fuel oil, many 
of the Milwaukee’s locomotives be- 
ing oil-burners. 

And the most important feature 
of it, especially from the standpoint 
of future generations, is that, 
as The Seattle Post-Intelligencer 
points out editorially, “this saving 
is affected at no loss whatever to 
the natural resources of the coun- 
try,” since “the process by which 
nature brings the water back from 
the sea and stores it in the moun- 
tains will go on without end,” so 
“we have only to place our tur- 
bines in the streams to obtain for 
man’s uses some of the limitless 
energy of nature.” 

This development on the Pacific 
slone ought to be a valuable object 
lesson to the southeast, where, as 
in the west, millions upon mililons 
of horse power in the form of 
“white coal,” is annually tumbling 
down the mountain sides and run- 
ning its idle course into the sea in 
a never-ending cycle of wasteful- 
ness. 

Government engineers estimate 
that every year the quivalent 
of. 100,000,000 tons of coal is 
wasted in this country simply by 
the non-use of our water power; 
and a large proportion of this waste 
occurs in the southeast, where 
enough potential hydro-electric en- 
ergy _to run every train and turn 
every industrial wheel and light 
every home, between the Ohio 
river and the gulf and the Missis- 
sippi and the Atlantic ocean, is 
wasted every year.

The 1920 Epidemic 


Of Flu and Pneumonia 


“By the end of November, 1919, 
press dispatches referred to the se- 
rious return of influenza and epi- 
demic pneumonta in. several coun- 
tries, in Europe, Asia, and South 
America,” says a statistical bulletin 
of the Metropolitan Life Insurance 
comapny. “Reports of this kind 
continued to appear throughout the 
month of December. Early in Janu- 
ary disquieting reports were re- 
ceived from Kansas and Oklahoma 


of the prevalence of an intestinal 
disorder resembling the gastro-in- 
testinal type of influenza. By the 
fifteenth reports from Chicago and 
other middle western points showed 
that this condiition had become 
fairly extended throughout the cen- 
tral part of the United States. The 
city of New York soon began to 
show a marked increase in the num- 
ber of cases. Likewise the various 
army camps reported an undue 
prevalence of influenza. At the end 
of January, the Federal Public 
Health service announced that in- 
fluenza had become epidemic in at 
least twenty states, but that the 
proportion of deaths to cases was 
very much lower than in the 1918 
epidemic. There were by no means 
as many cases complicated by pneu- 
monia; nor were the pneumonias as 
fatal as those which characterized 
the last visitation. 


“There is already very good evi- 
dence that the January epidemic 
was essentially different from that 


which prevailed in the last quarter 
of 1918 and in the early months of 
1919. First, there is the compara- 
tively mild character of the dis- 
ease and the relatively few deaths 
caused. Thus, in the experience of 
the industrial department of the 
Metropolitan Life, which so well re- 
flects current conditions in the 
United States and Canada, we find 
a death rate from influenza-pneu- 
monia in January, 1920, of 142 per 
100,000 lives as compared with 1,747 
in October to December, 1918, and 
125 for the seven year period, 1911 
to 1917. The total influenza-pneu- 
monia rate was, therefore, well 
within normal for January. 


“The second and more important 
point is the fact that the age distri- 
bution of the deaths from these dis- 


eases {in January did not at all con- 
form to the very peculiar age dis- 
tributicn in the previous epidemic. 
In the last quarter of 1918, the 
age distribution of the deaths 
showed a high peak at early aduit 
life, the maximum being at about 
age 30. The period of old age was 
only slightly affected. In the 
deaths of this January from influ- 
enza and pneumonia the distribu- 
tion repeated what we have always 
found in. large numbers of pneu- 
monia deaths; namely, high peaks 
in childhood and old age and low 


points in early adult age.”

Washington, March. 12. — (Spe- 
cial.)—The political . situation in 
Georgia is unique. Herbert 
Hoover, former food administrator, 
is being urged by & great many, 
democrats, spurred by not 
newspapers, for the democratic 
nomination for president. despite 
the fact that Mr: Hoover has per- 
sonally assured the state demo- 
cratic committee that he has neyel 
been a democrat and does not seek 
to go on the primary ballot. 

The democratic presidential pri- 
mary in Georgia will be held on 
April 20. This has been called for 
the specifié purpose of instructing, 
by primary ballot, the delegates to 
the San Francisco convention’ fo 
vote for some one man forthe 
nomination. By the rules. of: the 
committee the primary can be. par- 
ticipated in only by democrats and 
the. candidates whose names ap- 
pear upon the hallot must .accord- 
ingly be denrocrats. 

Such provisions, while absolute- 
ly essential for a party primary— 
else party cohesiveness would be 
destroyed and a chaotic condition 
result—are far more flexible in 
Georgia than in other states. In 
Florida, for instance, the primary 
law requires that a voter in a 
democratic primary 
on oath when he registers that he 
is a democrat, and a candidate in 
such a primary shall certify by 
affidavit that he is a democrat. 

Strictly Democratic. 

In Georgia, however, the demo- 
cratic primary rules are not sO 
rigid nor binding, and yet a demo- 
eratic primary is for democratic 
voters and for candidates who pro- 
claim themselves democrats. The 
rules require that a candidate shall 
either formally file—that is re- 
quest that his name be placed upon 
the ballot—or, on the petition of 
100 voters, any name of a demo- 
crat may be placed upon the bat- 
lot. 

Some weeks ago, upon the petl- 
tion of 100 voters, the name of Her- 
bert Hoover was suggested for the 
presidential ballot. The subcom- 
mittee of the state executive com- 
mittee, as was encumbent upon 
them by the primary rules, asked 
Mr. Hoover to declare whether or 
not he was a democrat, assuring 
him his name would go upon the 
primary ballot in Georgia if he 
thus declared himself. In direct 
response Mr. Hoover asserted that 
he had not been a democrat prior 
to the war; that his services since 
had. been of a non-partisan charac- 
ter, and he did not desire his name 
to go on the democrat primary bal- 
lot in Georgia. 

Whereupon seizing upon the op- 
portunity to declare “martyr” and 
to capitalize a hobby, some of ‘the 
newspapers began a campaign to 
have the action of the subcommit- 
tee rescinded, thus to permit a 
man who is confessedly not a 
democrat—with a 100 per cent vot- 
ing record a republican—to qualify 
in a democratic primary.

hind him. He is the only candidate 
who ‘has filed direct, though by 
petition the names of McAdoo, Ed- 
wards, Clark and Marshall, in addi- 
tion to Hoover, have been sug- 
gested. None of these candidates 
will make an active campaign ex- 
cept Palmer, the recognized admin- 
istration candidate, and there is 
little doubt that he will sweep the 
state. 

Palmer to Speak. 


The presidential campaign will 
be a warm one for the next five 
weeks. Palmer, personally, will 
make at least six speeches in Geor- 


gia, and many of the leading 
democrats in America will invade 
Georgia in his behalf, among them 
Vance McCormick, of Pennsylvania; 
Senator Robertson, of Arkansas; 
Senator Pat Harrison, of Missouri; 
Senator McKellar, of Tennessee, 
and others. 


The regular state primary, at 
which the nominees for. United 
States senator, governor and other 


state house officers will be named, 
will be held early in September. 
Senator Hoke Smith, whose term 
expires in March, 1921, is a candi- 
date for re-election, and at this 
writing has no announced opposi- 
tion. There is some talk of ex- 
Ambassador to Switzerland Pleas- 
ant A. Stovall, of Savannah, mak- 
ing the race on a straight admin- 
istration platform, Senator Smith 
not measuring to the acid test in 
this respect, but this is entirely 
speculation. Governor Dorsey, who 
had been scheduled to make this 
race, is busy organizing a $2,000,000 
cotton bank and will probably for 
the time retire from politics. 


The race for governor is between 
Attorney General Cliff Walker and 
Speaker of the House John N. 


Holder, both excellent men of con- 
structive records, and it is entirely 
guesswork as. to which man will 
There are no “issues” be- 
tween ithem. 


In the congressional races there 
are contests in nine of the twelve 
districts with strong probabilities 
that the present delegation will be 
returned, 

There are two republican fac- 
tions in Georgia, the regulars and 
the “lilly whites,” and both will 
send wuninstructed delegates to 


Chicago. Judging by the past, the 
regulars will be seated.

HEALTH IN THE LAST STAGES, 


A fellow certainly has to laugh 
at some of the ideas people badly 
infected with the health bug harbor. 
A favorite one is that tea and cof- 
fee are bad for one’s nerves, stom- 
ach or something. I often think of 
these people as I put away one or 
two cups of the finest coffe to be 


found in this world every morning 
at breakfast. 

Then there is the army of deep 
breathers. These unfortunates must 
suffer agonies worrying about get- 
ting their diaphragms tangled up 
with their bread baskets, or inhal- 
ing 3 per cent too much ozone. If 
there is any one I sympathize with 
it is the man who practices deep 
breathing. I'd hate to have his bug. 

Of all infected with the health 
bug the chap that sprays his nose 
and gargles his throat to protect 
himself from disease which is go- 
ing around is probably the most 
hopeless. He could be wearned 
away from his imaginary prophy- 
laxis as readily as grandma could 


harm to get her feet wet occasion- 
ally. 

Another sufferer with whom I! 
might sympathize if it would help 
at all is the man or.woman that 
strives to avoid drafts in his quest 
for fresh air. He is related by 
marriage—assuming there is any 
other way of being related—with 
the geek who ascribes his aches 
and pains and intoxications and in- 
fections to dampness in the cellar. 
the bedclothes or the atmosphere. 

Several million credulous souls 
who are prevailed upon to brush 
their teeth occasionally for the sake 
of applying antiseptic chemicals and 
aromatic flavors with the soap 
would probably not brush their 
teeth at all with just plain soap 
and water, so I shall say nothing 
about them. But our better edu- 
cated dentists are saying a go00d 
deal about them, and it isn’t flat- 
tering to their judgment. 

I do sympathize savagely with 
those good housewives who still 
set vessels of disinfecting solutions 
here and there in the. belief that 
they are thus adding one iota to 
the sanitary safety of the household. 
Do they expect the disease germs 
to gather round the poison wells 
and jump in,. overwhelmed with 
remorse? Do they imagine that dis- 
ease germs really “lurk” anwhere, 
except in the secretions or  dis- 
charges from the invalid? They 
do, all right—at. least they waste 
a lot of perfectly good disinfec- 
tants in this silly manner. 

I can’t sympathize with people 
who ask a doctor to give them a 
well balanced diet, not for any in- 
dividual with his particular cond!- 
tion known to the doctor, but just 
for an average individual with 
the matter

of health. I wouldn't balance my 
own diet, not while good appétiz- 
ing victuals are placed before me.

A little meat is good for 
most of us; too much meat does us

Do Movies Hurt the Eyes? 


“The fact that millions of peo- 
ple g0 to motion picture shows 
throughout the United States daily 
without experiencing any discom- 
fort to the eyes, or that such eye 
trouble that is found is not trace- a. 
able to ‘over indulgence in the 
movies would seem to indicate that 
motion pictures are not injurious to 


the vision,’ says the United States 
Public Health service bulletin. 


“It is true, of course, that some 
people do experience a certain ¢ 
amount of eye strain at a motion 
picture, but in these cases the trou- 
ble appears to be due to an ocular 
defect rather than to the motion . 
picture. Such persons should there- 
fore have the eyes examined by a 
competent eye specialist, for it is 
quite certain that the same person 


would find even more discomfort in 
the same period of concentrated 
reading. 


“In this connection it may  bé 
pointed out that employees of mo- 
tion picture playhouses, who spend 
a large part of the day looking at 
the pictures, do not seem to be 
troubled with their eyes any more 
than the average individual. This 
is largely a personal observation 
since no extensive’ investigations 
have been made of the eyes of a 
motion picture theater employee. 

“It is safe to say a person may 
witness a picture play, lasting 
about an hour and a half each day 
without straining the eyes or exp#- 
riencing any discomfort, provided 


the eyes are good and there are no 
hidden defects to the vision. In- 
deed it is not unlikely that a mo- 
tion picture show might be the 
means of advising one of a faulty 
vision. 


“In case of eye trouble coming on 
after concentrating the eyes on 
the printed pages of a baok for a 
long period one does not blame the 
book, but think at once of the eyes* 


and the probable need of glasses. 

“Eye discomfort in the movies 
should therefore be regarded as a 
danger signal and should lead the 
sufferer to the doctor’s office for 
an examination.”

“IT consider it an insult for any 
person to say that I would spend 
two billion dollars of the public 
money to be elected to congress,” 
Chairman Fordney replied. 

Representative Rainey, democrat, 

Illinois, told Keech he did not con- 
sider his re rk an insult and that 
he would appeal to the committee 
to over-rule Chairman FTordney’s 
effort to suppress freedom of speech 
among witnesses. 
“What was your salary before and 
after the war?” asked Representa- 
tive Frear, republican, Wisconsin 
after the wrangle had subsided. 

“I don’t h to give that,” Keech 
said. 

“You are a broker and you speak 
from the Wall street viewpoint,” 
said Mr. Frear. “Do you know if 
boys on the farm who lost every- 
thing feel as the people who lived 
in New York?” 

“From conditions in New York I 
would say that a bonus is not de- 
sired or neéded by the average dis- 
charged soldier,” Keech replied. 

The witness added that he was 
concerned over the predicted de- 
crease in bond values. He objected 
to the suggestion of Representative 
Rainey to place a tax on the 23,000 
men who became millionaires dur- 
ing the war. 

“Initiative ceases when taxes be- 
come high and such an additional 
tax would be harmful,” he said. 


Would Spend Foolishly. 


George M. Rushmore, of New 
York city, a former sergeant, tes- 
tified that soldiers did not consider 
the possible harm to government 
finances which might result from 
payment of a cash bonus. A great 
majority of those reeciving money 
would spend it foolishly in six 
months, he said. Rushmore, a mem- 
ber of the American Legion, said 
members of his post did not think 
the legion “ought to club congress 
inté giving a bonus,” but added, “‘it 
is only human to take it if the 
government is willing to give it.” 

Urging a preferential grant to 
overseas men, Leonard Ormerod, of 
Washington, who served as an en- 
listed man in the second division, 
said “the mental strain from being 
absolutely cut oft from this coun- 
try” made such soldiers deserve 
more than would be granted do- 
mestic troops.

After the end of the war, Colonel 
Prather cevoted his efforts to the 
reconstruction of the new south. 
ilis first eriterprise was the “New 
Kkra,” a democratic paper, which 
was an important factor in main- 
t2zining southern ideals in this un- 
settled condition of the south. He 
neat became connected with the 
Franklin Printing company, and em- 
barked in the business world. His 
ast position wasS with the Byrd 
Printing company, in which con- 
nection he was actively engaged un- 
till the time of his illness. His 
death came in his 85th year. 

Colonel Prather was a charter 
meinber and commander of the 
Wheeler camp, U. C. V. He was also 
a charter member of the Fulton 
county Confederate veterans, who 
were organized to greet Jeff Davis 
in his last visit to Atlanta. 

Tic is survived by his wife; three 
daushters, Misses Eva and Emily 
Prather and Mrs, Robert Beeland, 
Sr., of Greenville, Ala.

These inquiries are 
directly traceable to the heavy loss 
sustained by a large number of cot- 
ton planters by reason of the depre- 
dations of the boll weevil. To the 
minds of many cotton growers 
these questions have _ presented 
themselves: “Is there not‘a way of 
escape from the pesky weevil? Is 
there not a crop that can be sub- 
stituted for cotton?” 

‘lax has been grown, and can be 
gzrown, in north Georgia, but on a 
small scale. In 1860, the state crop 
of seed was 3,303 bushels. Of this 
total, seven counties—Fannin, Gil- 
mer, Habersham, Lumpkin, Murray, 
Union and White—produced 3,201 
bushels. Of that crop, Union pro- 
duced 1,110, Fannin 928, and Gilmer 
434 bushels. Flax has not been 
grown, in this state, in the propor- 
tions of a crop, in the past fifty 
years. 

Between ’60 and ’68, several west- 
ern states made a specialty of flax; 
first, for the fiber; later, for the 
seed. In 1911, nine of those states 
produced 19,370,000 bushels of seed. 
The average yield per acre Was 7 
bushels, and the price $1.82 
bushel. The crop of 1918 amounted 
to 14,657,000 bushels. The average 
yield per acre was 7.6 bushels, and 
the price $3.40 per bushel. 

Flax taxes the soil heavily. If 
one has a body of land, never un- 
der plough, and wishes to bring it 
into cultivation, one may plant it 
in flax, which wlll subdue what may 
be termed the “wildness” of the 
soil. yather the seed, sell it, and 
abandon flax culture until you 
need it for the purpose indicated. 

The sum of it is: It would be ex- 
tremely unwise to turn to flax, or 
other fiber producing plant, as a 
substitute for cotton. The boll 
weevil will be conquered this year. 
In another vear, the weevil will be 
a thing of the past. 

But. boll weevil or no boll weevil, 
we must continue to grow cotton— 
cotton of the best possible variety. 
The staple must be, as it can be, 
grown under a system that will re- 
duce the cost of production, and 
thus greativ increase the cash value 
of the whole crop. Cotton must be 
made what it was in the fifties—a 
surplus money crop! 
crop diversification and live stock 
farming! 

In this connection, 
esting statement of fact 
Under the personal direction of 
A. McLendon, at the time plant 
pathologist and cotton specialist of 
the state bureau of entomology, a 
division of the department of agri- 
culture, a carefully conducted ex- 
periment was made on  Modella 
Farm in Dooly county, in cotton 
production under boll weevil con- 
ditions. The boll weevil was fought 
during the test until it became so 
numerous that it was not longer 
possible to pick up the squares. 
Under those conditions, Lewis’ 63— 
a creation of the painstaking and 
capable state entomologist—yielded 
1,863 pounds of seed cotton per acre; 
Council-Toole yielded 1,674 pounds 
of seed cotton per acre; DeSoto 
yielded 1,674 pounds of seed cotton 
per acre. The per cent of lint in 
the three high yielding varieties 
was as follows: Lewis, 63, 37; Coun- 
cil-Toole, 38; DeSoto, 35. The yield 
of lint per acre was: Lewis, 63, 689 
pounds; Council-Toole, 636 pounds; 
DeSoto, 586 pounds.
